On  Monday,  the  seventh  day  of  March,  1921,  at  five- 
forty-five  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  bring 
in  to  the  Wardens  of  their  respective  Precincts  their  votes 
on  the  official  ballot  for  a  Town  Clerk,  a  Town  Treasurer, 
three  Selectmen,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  three  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  three 
Highway  Surveyors,  three  Auditors,  a  Tax  Collector,  a  Tree 
Warden,  two  members  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  Water  Commissioner  and  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Sinking  Funds  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one 
Electric  Light  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one 
Park  Commissioner  for  a  term  of  three  years,  two  Trustees 
of  Thayer  Public  Library  for  a  term  of  two  years,  three 
members  of  the  Planning  Board  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and 
fifteen  Constables. 
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Also  to  vote  “Yes”  or  “No”  upon  the  question,  “Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  certain  non-intoxicating 
beverages  in  this  town?” 

The  polls  will  be  opened  at  five  forty-five  o’clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  will  be  closed  at  three  o’clock  P.M. 

You  are  further  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  said

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree: 

Your  School  Committee  presents  the  following  report 
for  the  calendar  year  ended  December  31,  1921. 

1.  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  most  important  duty  which  devolved  upon  the 
School  Committee  in  1921  was  the  selection  of  a  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Schools.  The  office  became  vacant  through 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Clarence  N.  Flood,  who  left  the 
position  to  accept  a  more  remunerative  one  as  educational 
salesman  for  a  large  book  publishing  company. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  qualifications  of  numerous 
candidates,  the  Committee  unanimously  elected  to  the 
position  Mr.  Charles  Edward  Fisher,  who  assumed  the 
duties  of  the  office  on  October  1,  1921. 

Mr.  Fisher  is  admirably  equipped  for  the  office,  both 
as  an  educator  and  as  a  business  administrator.  His  ed¬ 
ucation  and  experience  may  be  briefly  summarized  as 
follows:  Educated  at  St.  Lawrence,  Brown,  and  Clark 
Universities,  with  degrees  of  A.B.  and  A.M.  Eleven  years 
head  of  the  mathematics  department  at  the  Rhode  Island 
College  of  Education.  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  four 
years  at  Westfield,  Massachusetts,  a  city  of  over  18,000 
population.  Honorably  discharged  from  service  in  the 
United  States  Coast  Artillery.  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Georgetown,  Rowley,  and  Groveland.  Superintendent 
of  Schools  in  Holliston,  Merley,  and  Sherborn,  from  which 
place  he  came  here.  Your  Committee  is  highly  pleased 
with  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Fisher  has  administered  the 
office  and  is  fully  confident  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  will 
heartily  approve  its  choice. 

2.  Housing  Conditions: 

No  subject  has  caused  more  discussion  in  the  town 
during  the  past  two  or  three  years  than  the  housing  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  School  Department.  Your  Committee  regrets 
very  much  that  its  urgent  request  for  permanent  school 
house  constructions  have  not  been  granted.  Failure  to 
provide  proper  accommodations  has  this  year  brought  the 
inevitable  result  —  half  sessions  for  a  large  number  of  school 
children.  The  number  of  pupils  who  are  receiving  only 
one-half  the  schooling  to  which  they  are  entitled,  numbers 
266,  of  which  211  are  in  Precinct  1.  Such  a  condition 
cannot,  of  course,  be  continued  for  long,  and  your  Committee 
assumes  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  wish  to  alleviate  this 
condition  as  soon  as  possible. 
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Within  a  reasonable  time  before  the  annual  town 
meeting,  detailed  figures  will  be  placed  before  the  town 
showing  the  actual  housing  problem.  Your  Committee 
still  strongly  advocates  prompt  action  looking  toward  the 
construction  of  a  new  High  School  building.  The  need 
of  such  a  building  is  so  apparent  that  it  seems  unnecessary 
to  advance  any  arguments  to  sustain  the  Committee’s 
stand  on  this  matter.  The  building  of  a  new  High  School 
would  not  only  relieve  that  problem  but  would  also  through 
the  use  of  the  present  High  School  building  as  a  Grammar 
School,  relieve  the  over-crowded  conditions  in  all  of  the 
Primary  and  Grammar  grades  in  Precincts  I  and  II,  where, 
in  addition  to  the  half  time  conditions  specified  above,  there 
are  seven  temporary  or  unsuitable  class  rooms. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  the  important  points  for 
the  Town  to  consider  in  the  erection  of  a  new  High  School 
are  the  size  and  cost.  Detailed  figures  will  be  presented 
on  these  two  phases.  When  these  points  are  decided  by  the 
citizens,  your  Committee  recommends  that  the  selection 
of  an  architect,  the  preparation  of  plans  and  the  construc¬ 
tion,  be  placed  im  the  hands  of  a  small  committee,  these 
matters  being  capable  of  better  handling  in  a  small  commit¬ 
tee  than  by  a  large  committee,  or  in  a  town  meeting. 

Additional  Grammar  School  facilities  in  Precinct  III 
must  also  be  provided,  while  there  are,  at  present  no  pupils 
in  Precinct  III  attending  school  for  only  a  half  session,  this 
condition  has  existed  only  since  January  16,  1922.  Con¬ 
siderable  planning  was  necessary  to  provide  full  time  in¬ 
struction  for  all  pupils  in  East  Braintree.  Six  temporary 
or  unsuitable  class  rooms  are  now  in  use  in  Precinct  III, 
and  even  with  these  additional  facilities  it  will  be  prac¬ 
tically  impossible  to  provide  full  time  instruction  for  all 
its  pupils  in  September  1922. 

Detailed  recommendations  providing  for  an  addition 
to  the  Abraham  Lincoln  School  will  be  submitted  to  the 
citizens  by  the  School  Committee. 

Your  Committee  strongly  urges  prompt  action  on  the 
part  of  the  citizens  of  the  town,  looking  to  the  carrying 
out  of  the  above  recommendations.  We  feel  that  further 
expenitures  on  the  part  of  the  town  for  portable  buildings 
or  for  the  constructions  of  temporary  class  rooms  would  be 
extremely  wasteful  of  the  town’s  funds,  and  we  sincerely 
hope  no  such  further  expenditures  will  be  required. 
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3.  High  School: 

In  view  of  the  possible  misunderstandings  which  may 
have  been  brought  about  by  recent  publicity  given  to  our 
High  School  problem,  we  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town  that  our  High  School  affords  not 
only  comprehensive  commercial  courses,  but  also  courses 
preparing  pupils  for  colleges  and  scientific  schools.  These 
courses  are  being  taught  by  capable  and  efficient  teachers, 
(all  college  graduates)  and  no  better  test  of  the  work  can 
be  brought  forth  than  that  many  Braintree  High  School 
graduates  are  successfully  pursuing  their  studies  in  New 
England  Colleges. 

4.  Teachers: 

The  School  Committee  has  used  every  endeavor  to 
keep  the  standards  of  our  public  school  teachers  to  the  very 
highest.  We  feel  that  the  town  should  be  greatly  pleased 
with  its  teaching  force,  the  efficiency  of  which  was  very 
much  increased  under  Mr.  Flood’s  administration.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  School  Committee: 

This  report  must  necessarily  confine  itself  to  a  rather 
general  impression  of  the  conditions  of  the  school  system  as 
I  find  them  and  not  to  accomplishments  of  the  past,  having 
been  here  so  short  a  time. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  such  as  to  require 
the  immediate  expenditure  of  a  large  sum  of  money,  not 
for  betterments  although  this  should  be  done  if  we  are  to 
Heep  up  with  the  progress  being  made  in  most  places,  but 
for  repairs.  .  It  does  not  seem  possible  that  the  people  as 
a  whole  can  be  aware  of  the  unreasonabty  rapid  decay  and 
depreciation  of  school  buildings  on  account  of  the  failure 
to  appropriate  money  in  sufficient  quantity  to  keep  buildings 
in  good  repair.  Paint  and  plaster  in  both  the  Abraham 
Lincoln  and  Hollis  Schools  are  in  very  bad  shape  because 
of  the  failure  to  water  proof  the  walls  of  these  buildings  and 
thoroughly  pointing-up  the  masonarv  work  of  the  entire 
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building  in  each  case.  This  work  can  be  effectively  done 
under  guarantee  by  reliable  contractors  and  it  should  be 
done  but  the  repair  of  the  plaster  and  paint  before  this  is 
done  is  throwing  away  money.  Similarly  to  spend  money 
on  the  interior  walls  of  the  present  High  School  is  wasting 
it  unless  first  the  roof  is  repaired  as  is  much  needed  and 
should  a  new  High  School  be  built  this  building  will  still 
be  needed  for  grade  school  purposes  and  should  be  put  and 
kept  in  good  repair. 

New  furnaces  at  the  Penniman  and  Pond  Schools  are 
an  immediate  necessity.  These  heating  plants  judging  from 
appearance  and  report’s  as  to  the.  length  of  time  they  have 
been  used  would  indicate  that  they  owed  the  Town  nothing. 
One  boiler  at  the  Jonas  Perkins  needs  thorough  overhauling. 
I  am  informed  one  of  them  was  cared  for  last  year.  Jonas 
Perkings  and  Pond  Schools  need  painting  on  the  outside, 
inside  too  for  that  matter,  and  all  windows  puttied.  I  am 
very  much  inclined  to  believe  that  manj^  of  the  windows 
at  the  Pond  School  are  so  far  gone  as  to  make  it  necessary  to 
replace  them  rather  than  repair.  Stair  treads  in  some 
buildings  are  worn  clangeroulsy  thin  and  curtains  in  many 
places  are  far  from  being  an  addition  to  the  appearance  of 
the  room  and  worn  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  almost  of  no 
use.  I  make  no  attempt  to  specify  all  the  needs  in  the  way 
of  repairs  in  this  report  but  simply  the  larger  and  most 
noticeable  needs.  The  influence  upon  pupils  and  teachers 
of  a  building  kept  in  good  repair  is  most  desirable:  pupils 
will  be  much  more  likely  to  respect  and  not  abuse  public 
property  for  they  feel  when  buildings  are  not  looked  after 
if  no  one  else  cares  why  should  they,  and  teachers  of  ability 
and  ambition,  other  things  being  equal,  will  go  and  stay 
where  the  rooms,  buildings  and  grounds  are  made  and  kept 
attractive  and  in  good  repair.  The  pupils  work  and  the 
teachers  work  are  far  greater  and  better  under  such  con¬ 
ditions  and  the  public  is  getting  a  larger  return  for  the  money 
spent  for  instructing. 

There  are  many  opportunities  for  betterments  such 
as  enlarging  and  grading  of  school  grounds,  installation  of 
electric  lights,  electric  clocks  and  bells,  transformers,  motoYs 
and  rheostats:  dampers  on  ventilating  ducts,  and  last  but 
most  important  the  increased  facilities,  not  temporary  or 
portable,  for  housing;  in  other  words,  new  school  houses. 

At  present  there  are  seven  classes  housed  in  portables, 
four  in  assembly  halls,  three  in  basements  and  266  children 
on  half  time.  Of  these  children  on  half  time  153  are  at  the 
Pond  School,  58  at  the  South  West  and  55  at  the  Hollis.  Of 


the  Portables,  two  classes  are  at  Quincy  Avenue,  one  class 
at  Jonas  Perkins,  three  classes  at  Noah  Torrey  and  one 
class  at  South  West:  Of  the  classes  in  basements,  one  class 
is  at  Jonas  Perkins,  and  two  classes  are  at  the  Hollis  School. 

At  the  High  School  we  find  a  wooden  building  of  three 
floors,  really  an  eight  room  building  with  laboratories  for 
Physics  and  Chemistry,  and  a  library,  housing  320  pupils. 
The  work  of  the  Household  Arts,  part  of  it  being  conducted  in 
the  basement  and  the  rest  of  it  in  the  library:  lunches 
served  at  noon  in  the  basement:  improvised  rooms  at  each 
end  of  the  corridor  on  the  second  floor  where  heat  is  un¬ 
satisfactory  but  the  best  that  can  be  had  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  ventilation  —  well  it  is  a  crime  to  ask 
classes  to  stay  there.  And  in  spite  of  all  this  a  High  School 
Body  and  a  teaching  force  with  a  spirit  and  a  record  of 
accomplishments  for  which  this  town  has  no  occasion  to 
blush,  but  your  building — well  that  is  different.  You 
will  have  600  boys  and  girls  in  your  High  School  in  Septem¬ 
ber  1925  at  the  opening  of  school.  Don't  build  for  today 
only  but  look  ahead  and  build  for  tomorrow  so  that  you  may 
have  a  chance  to  catch  your  breath  between  the  jobs  of 
building  additions. 

The  lack  of  room  for  the  grades  in  Braintree  and  South 
Braintree  would  be  overcome  by  the  building  of  a  new 
High  School  building  but  conditions  in  East  Braintree  would 
not  be  bettered.  I  am  not  a  believer  in  the  multiplicity  of 
school  plants  nor  do  I  agree  that  a  mile  is  too  far  for  a  child 
to  go  to  attend  school,  but  if  the  town  wants  a  new  building 
on  Quincy  Avenue  instead  of  an  addition  to  the  Abraham 
Lincoln,  which  would  give  immediate  relief  to  conditions, 
and  provide  to  some  extent  for  the  future,  there  certainly 
would  be  a  use  for  it.  I  am  firmly  convinced  however,  that 
there  is  more  urgent  need  for  the  High  School  than  for  any¬ 
thing  else,  but  if  both  can  be  provided  at  once  it  will  present 
an  opportunity  for  much  improvement  in  our  school  work. 

Much  better  results  would  be  possible  in  our  school 
work  with  more  attention  given  to  the  tools  with  \yhich 
pupils  and  teachers  have  to  work.  I  have  provided  in  the 
budget  for  a  considerable  increase  in  the  appropriations  to 
be  made  for  text  books  and  supplies  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a 
wa}^  may  thus  be  provided  for  a  broader  and  at  the  same 
time,  more  thorough  education  in  a  definitely  sj^stematic 
way  by  text  books  fixing  a  course  of  study. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  for  children  in  our  public 
schools  by  other  means  than  text  books.  The  physical  welfare 
should  receive  more  attention  in  a  systematic  way  by  physi- 
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cal  culture  exercises  and  organized  play-ground  activities 
under  the  leadership,  guidance,  and  supervision  of  our 
teachers.  Play  ground  equipment  should  receive 
some  attention.  A  thorough  physical  examination 
of  every  child  at  least  once  a  year  should  he  made  and 
records  kept  all  through  his  course  in  school.  Just  at  pres¬ 
ent  this  does  not  seem  possible  as  the  Board  of  Health  looks 
after  the  appointment  of  a  school  physican  and  he  is  now 
merely  subject  to  call  by  the  school  department  in  emergency 
conditions.  'An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure,”  The  school  nurse,  now  required  by  law,  is  of  course 
of  some  assistance  in  this  Avay. 

In  this  state  there  are  355  school  systems  divided  into 
four  groups.  The  first  is  composed  of  cities  and  numbers  38 
the  second  is  towns  of  over  5,000  population  and  numbers 
75;  the  third  is  towns  of  less  than  5,000  population  main¬ 
taining  a  High  School  and  numbers  115,  and  the  fourth  is 
towns  of  less  than  5,000  population  not  maintaining  a  High 
School  and  numbers  127.  Braintree  is  then  ingroup  two. 
The  State  Department  of  Education  very  carefully  tabu¬ 
lates  statistical  tables  for  these  school  systems  and  gives 
ranking  or  comparatWe  standing  to  each  community.  The 
folloAving  facts  are  worthy  of  attention  for  Braintree,  and 
have  been  secured  from  the  State  Department  of  Education.

The  Continuation  School  seems  likely  to  be  a  perman¬ 
ent  feature  in  as  much  as  Quincy  alone  issued  last  year  al¬ 
most  enough  certificates  for  employment  in  Braintree  to 
require  the  town  to  maintain  such  a  school.  Had  Braintree 
not  issued  a  single  certificate  it  would  still  have  been  neces¬ 
sary  to  maintain  the  school,  as  Quincy,  Brockton,  and 
Weymouth  together  issued  more  than  200  employment 
certificates,  which-  is  the  number,  established  by  statute, 
requiring  the  Continuation  School. 

A  law  requiring  the  presentation  of  a  birth  certificate 
upon  attending  school  for  the  first  time  is  now  in  force  in 
this  state  and  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  the  teachers  in 
determining  as  to  whether  a  child  is  entitled  to  attend  or 
not. 

Last  year  the  average  membership  in  our  schools  was 
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2212:  five  years  ago  it  was  1889,  while  under  date  of  Janu¬ 
ary  27,  1922  it  is  found  to  be  2,275.  This  growth  with  no 
permanent  school  construction  cannot  continue  at  this  rate 
without  in  every  way  seriously  interfering  with  proper  work 
by  the  schools,  and  also  it  will  prevent  return  commensurate 
with  actual  outlay. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  every  one  for 
the  extremely  cordial  reception  given  me  upon  taking  up 
my  work  here  as  superintendent  of  schools.

HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 

January  1,  1922. 

Mr.  C.  Edward  Fisher,  Supt.  of  Schools,  Braintree,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  just  passed. 
Attention  is  first  called  to  the  increased  enrollment.  We 
have  registered  forty-three  more  than  last  year  at  this  time. 
By  classes  the  registration  is  as  follows :

Freshman .  125 

Total . 330 


The  present  membership  is  318,  and  indications  are  that 
a  much  larger  proportion  than  usual  will  finish  out  the  school 
year.  Last  July  we  graduated  forty,  and  about  the  same 
number  may  be  expected  to  graduate  next  June.  Allowing 
for  this  number,  and  for  the  usual  proportion  who  leave  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  for  some  reason  or  other,  we  can  reasonably 
expect  a  membership  of  at  least  375  in  September  1922. 
This  fall  we  were  fortunate  in  having  one  room,  No.  2,  which 
had  never  been  used  for  a  home  room.  This  has  been 
equipped  with  portable  seats  and  desks,  and  has  accommo¬ 
dated  about  thirty-five  pupils,  so  that  no  one  has  been 
without  a  desk. 

During  the  past  year  the  Assembly  Hall  has  been  put  to 
more  frequent  use  than  ever  before.  The  generous  loan  of 
a  number  of  seats  from  the  Hollis  School  has  made  this 
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possible.  Frequent  assemblies  of  the  whole  school  are  sure 
to  react  favorably  on  school  spirit,  and  classroom  work. 
Since  September  1920,  all  of  the  school  functions,,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Senior  Reception,  have  been  Held  in  the 
school  hall.  Inexpensive  curtains  were  purchased  from  the 
proceeds  of  a  party  given  by  the  Junior  Class  of  last  year, 
and  several  entertainments  have  been  given  for  the  School, 
in  the  past  few  months.  In  December  1920,  a  Pilgrim 
Pageant  was  given  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  proceeds  paid 
for  a  splendid  Yictrola  for  the  school  hall.  The  public 
entertainment  this  year  will  probably  take  the  form  of  a 
Drama,  by  the  Senior  Class,  to  help  defray  expenses  of 
Graduation. 

Late  in  December  a  school  paper  was  issued,  for  the 
first  time  in  several  years.  There  will  be  three  other  issues 
before  the  close  of  school,  in  June. 

As  is  common  everywhere  today,  athletics  play  a 
prominent  part  in  the  School’s  activities.  Our  baseball  team 
was  successful,  winning  nearly  all  of  its  games.  The  foot¬ 
ball  team,  on  the  other  hand,  lost  practically  all  its  games 
this  fall.  It  might  be  said,  however,  that  the  football  squad 
was  composed  of  very  light,  and  inexperienced  boys.  There 
is  much  interest  in  basketball,  both  among  boys  and  girls, 
and  in  addition  to  the  games  which  are  played  with  outside 
teams,  there  will  be  a  series  of  inter-class  games,  for  the 
school  championship. 

There  seems  to  be  quite  a  common  belief  that  pupils 
who  wish  to  prepare  for  college  must  go  elsewhere  than  to 
Braintree  High,  or  must  take  post-graduate  courses  in 
some  other  school.  This  belief  is  most  erroneous.  It  is 
true  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  pupils  take  commercial 
subjects,  but  our  College  Preparatory  Course  is  a  strong  one, 
planned  to  fit  the  pupil  who  is  capable  of  doing  college  work 
for  any  college.  In  the  past  four  years  we  have  sent  pupils, 
on  certificate  to  Boston  University,  Bates,  Jackson,  M.A.C., 
N.  H.  State,  Oberlin,  Simmons,  and  Tufts,  and  have  had 
other  pupils  pass  the  examinations  for  West  Point,  M.I.T. 
and  Harvard.  In  the  same  period  of  time,  only  three  grad¬ 
uates  have  gone  elsewhere  for  post-graduate  work,  and  I 
believe  none  of  these  are  in  college  at  the  present  time. 

In  spite  of  several  changes,  necessitated  by  resignations 
during  the  past  year,  we  have  an  excellent  teaching  force. 
Of  our  thirteen  instructors,  nine  are  college  graduates  with 
A.B.  degrees.  Not  a  single  academic  subject  is  taught  by 
other  than  a  college  graduate.  Without  exception  these 
teachers  are  well  trained,  and  experienced.  The  regularity 
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with  which  larger  schools  hire  away  our  Braintree  teachers 
indicates  that  these  teachers  must  be  well  qualified. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  ask  that  the  enclosed 
copy  of  our  Courses  of  Study  be  printed  as  a  part  of  the 
report.

I  submit  with  pleasure  the  second  annual  report  of  the 
Braintree  Continuation  School. 

The  Continuation  School  housed  in  the  Hollis  Estate 
last  spring  proved  to  be  very  successful,  teachers  and  pupils 
working  together  toward  a  common  end,  the  advancement 
and  general  improvement  of  every  pupil  enrolled. 

During  the  recent  business  depression  most  of  the 
Braintree  children  seemed  to  retain  their  employment. 
About  twenty-five  per  cent  were  out  of  work  and  were  re¬ 
quired  to  attend  the  school  twenty  hours  a  week,  thus  mak¬ 
ing  the  class  rooms  very  crowded. 

This  fall  it  became  necessary  for  us  to  find  other  quarters 
to  house  the  school  and  the  committee  selected  the  base¬ 
ment  of  the  Hollis  School  as  the  best  available  space. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  school  was  two  months  late 
in  starting,  we  have  worked  doubly  hard  to  make  up  as 
much  of  that  time  as  possible.  Many  improvements  have 
been  made  by  the  boys  including  a  tool  room  which  has 
proved  to  be  a  fine  start  toward  the  systematic  arrangement 
of  tools  and  supplies.  There  are  many  more  repairs  needed 
and  we  hope  to  do  as  much  of  this  as  possible  ourselves. 

The  girls’  department  under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Parkis  has  been  very  successful,  and  those  enrolled  are 
working  with  interest  and  enthusiasm.  They  are  showing 
repeatedly  their  interest  in  this  work  and  desire  to  advance. 
Many  useful  articles  have  been  made.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
necessary  cooking  equipment  may  be  installed  another 
year  so  that  the  girls  may  have  the  benefit^  of  a  domestic 
science  course. 

The  follow-up  work  has  certainly  established  a  good 
feeling  between  the  employer  and  the  school,  and  in  visit¬ 
ing  the  homes  I  find  hearty  co-operation. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  the  various  firms  in  Braintree,  who 
employ  our  boys  and  girls,  my  appreciation  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  untiring  efforts  that  have  linked  the  school 
work  with  the  shop. 

For  next  year,  1  should  recommend  securing  quarters 
nearer  the  center  of  employment  so  that  we  may  be  more 
closely  connected  with  the  various  industries  and  study  their 
needs'.  I  would  suggest  some  additional  equipment  for  the 
manual  training  work  and  the  inslallation  of  cooking  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  girls’  department. 

These  recommendations  I  feel  are  of  vital  importance 
to  the  success  of  the  school,  and  the  accomplishment  of  our 
main  aim,  General  Improvement.

Dear  Sir: 

In  presenting  my  first  report  of  the  music  department, 
it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  work  in  music,  as  a  whole,  * 
is  far  ahead  of  the  work  at  this  time  of  the  two  previous 
years  of  my  supervision  in  Braintree  School,  not  only  along 
the  technical  lines,  but  the  increased  interest  and  enthusiasm 
is  well  marked. 

My  aim  in  the  music  study  is  that  all  children  should 
have  a  certain  amout  of  rudimentary  knowledge  of  music 
and  to  be  able  to  read  music  with  a  fair  degree  of  proficiency; 
that  they  should  be  able  to  use  their  voices  correctly,  to  be 
able  to  sing  with  a  pleasing  tone  quality;  that  they  should 
be  able  to  discern  the  emotional  quality  in  music  and  to 
interpret  good  music  intelligently;  that  they  should  have 
as  wide  a  cultural  training  as  possible,  and  especially  that 
they  should  be  trained  to  become  intelligent  and  appre¬ 
ciative  listeners. 

The  general  plan  of  themutline  in  Song-work  and  music 
reading  requires  that  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  the  children 
will  have  the  ability  to  sing  correctly  and  pleasingly  from 
thirty  to  forty  new  songs  each  year. 


special  attention  through  voice  drills  and  breathing  exercises 
that  are  assigned  for  daily  practice.  On  account  of  the  large 
number  of  changing  voices  in  the  upper  grades,  I  have  found 
it  necessary  to  test  the  voices  at  least  twice  a  year  to  make 
certain  that  the  pupils  are  assigned  the  part  in  the  chorus 
work  that  is  best  suited  to  their  voices. 

Our  course  in  appreciation  is  planned  from  two  view 
points,  singing  or  performing  side,  and  the  listening  side  of 
the  subject.  In  the  study  of  the  former  much  thought  is 
given  the  kind  of  song  material  assigned  and  the  literary 
content  is  discussed,  as  well  as  the  musical.  Tn  all  songs  we 
teach  phrasing  and  the  interpretation  of  the  spirit  of  the 
music.  But  the  great  majority  of  our  children  will  never 
be  either  singers  or  players  —  they  are  to  go  through  life 
as  listeners.  It  is  our  urgent  duty  to  prepare  these  growing 
youths  under  our  care  to  become  intelligent  listeners  and 
lovers  of  music  at  the  same  time  that  we  are  training  them 
to  sing. 
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There  is  considerable  interest  manifested  in  this  music 
appreciation  work.  Two  principals  have  volunteered  to 
teach  regular  lessons  in  appreciation,  two  teachers  have 
loaned  their  own  machines  for  school  use,  and  the  children 
of  one  primary  grade  earned  money  to  buy  a  good  new  ma¬ 
chine  for  their  school  room.  Within  a  year  five  new  phono¬ 
graphs  have  been  purchased  and  each  school  has  spent  from 
ten  to  twenty-five  dollars  for  new  records.  This  money  was 
obtained  from  Parent-Teachers  Associations,  and  the  funds 
of  the  various  schools.  At  present  every  school  is  equipped 
with  one  to  three  phonographs  and  a  few  appropriate 
records.  The  numbers  of  records  are  so  limited  we  have 
only  been  able  to  make  a  bare  beginning  in  music  appreciation. 
Could  we  obtain  material  sufficient  to  carry  out  a  regular 
course,  our  little  people  will  grow  physically,  mentally  and 
spiritually  into  adults  who  will  demand  the  best  in  music. 

i 

The  High  School  orchestra  at  present  consists  of  ten 
members,  some  of  whom  are  showing  talent  in  playing  their 
chosen  instruments.  Much  spirit  and  ability  are  displayed 
at  the  weekly  rehearsals,  and  I  hope  there  will  be  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  a  public  performance  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

Instrumental  music  appeals  strongly  to  certain  children. 
The  time  for  this  instruction  will  never  be  better  than  when 
they  are  in  the  formative  period  of  their  life,  in  the  elementary 
schools.  Realizing  this  an  effort  has  been  made  to  meet  the 
appeal  for  the  study  of  orchestral  instruments  from  two  of 
the  large  schools  by  offering  class  lessons  in  some  of  the 
string,  brass,  and  wood-wind  instruments. 


We  are  handicapped  in  all  branches  of  the  music  study 
for  lack  of  adequate  music  material;  rote-song  books  for 
all  primary  grades,  a  supplementary  book  with  two  and  three- 
part  songs  with  easy  bass  for  upper  grammar  grades;  also 
chorus,  glee-club,  and  orchestra  music  for  High  School. 


Another  great  drawback  is  the  schedule  of  time  arranged 
for  music  lessons  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  Anyone 
who  has  studied  music  realizes  that  unless  there  is  daily- 
drill  it.  is  almost  impossible  to  make  sound  progress. 


In  concluding  I  wish  to  say  that  much  serious  effort  has 
been  spent  in  trying  to  place  the  music  study  in  the  Braintree 
Schools  on  a  sound  educational  basis.  I  appreciate  heartily 
the  splendid  co-operation  of  the  committee,  superintendent, 
principals  and  teachers.

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SCHOOL  REPORT 

Mr.  C.  Edward  Fisher,  Supt.  of  Schools,  Braintree,  Mass. 
Dear  Sir: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  first  report  on  the 
Art  Work  in  the  Schools  of  Braintree,  beginning  September 
1921. 

Since  my  work  began  in  Braintree,  I  have  developed  in 
the  grades  representation,  free  hand  cutting,  and  con¬ 
struction  of  some  practical  and  useful  forms.  Color  work 
is  empahasized  in  each  of  these  and  is  particularly  well  placed 
in  the  fall  when  so  much  may  be  learned  from  actual  ob¬ 
servation. 

Project  work,  simple  in  character  for  the  lower  grades, 
makes  its  appearance  as  opportunities  occur,  especially  in 
connection  with  holidays. 

A  slight  acquaintance  with  mechanical  drawing  is 
attempted  in  the  higher  grades,  consisting  of  a  few  geometri¬ 
cal  problems  and  working  drawings,  for  the  purpose  of  be¬ 
coming  familiar  with  the  handling  of  mechanical  tools  as 
well  as  for  clear  and  independent  thinking. 

At  the  High  School  a  few  pupils  are  interested  in 
several  subjects  offered  by  an  art  course,  such  as  object, 
figure  and  landscape  illustration  in  pencil,  charcoal,  and 
color;  interior  decoration,  cartooning,  arts  and  crafts  work, 
mechanical  and  architectural  drawing.  The  course  is 
intended  to  help,  direct,  and  encourage  any  pupil  in  what¬ 
ever  phase  of  art  he  is  most  interested. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  and  the 
School  Committee  for  their  sincere  support,  and  the  teachers 
for  their  co-operation  and  willingness  in  carrying  out  the 
lesson  plans.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  School  Nurse  for  the 
year  1921. 

Of  the  nine  schools  under  my  supervision,  I  have  made 
a  total  of  294  school  visits,  having  made  12591  individual 
examinations.  I  have  had  to  make  in  connection  with  them, 
169  temporary  exclusions,  for  various  reasons,  such  as 
parasites  in  the  hair,  itch,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  etc.  In 
connection  with  the  schools,  I  have  made  135  home  visits, 
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have  taken  40  pupils  to  the  Boston  Dispensary  for  minor 
operations,  such  as  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids  and 
dental  work;  have  taken  55  cases  to  Tuft’s  Dental  Clinic; 
have  also  given  thirty-three  first  aid  treatment  for  cuts, 
bruises,  boils  and  the  like.  , 

MOTHER  CRAFT 

I  have  two  classes  of  mothercraft  at  the  Jonas  Perkins 
School,  two  at  the  Noah  Torrey,  one  at  the  Penniman,  and 
two  at  the  Hollis.  In  this  study  for  girls  of  the  eighth  grades, 
we  have  had  many  instructive  sessions  in  Personal  Hygiene, 
Home  Sanitation,  care  of  the  newborn  baby,  first  aid  treat¬ 
ment. 

In  the  interest  of  the  health  of  the  public  school  children 
I  feel  that  a  medical  examination  made  of  each  and  every 
child  with  a  written  record  thereof,  these  physical  record 
cards  passing  along  with  the  child  from  grade  to  grade 
would  make  possible  more  effective  supervision.

Generally  speaking,  milk  in  this  town  is  produced  under 
favorable  circumstances.  Two  small  “neighborhood” 
dealers  had  their  permits  revoked  because  of  dirty  milk. 
However,  those  making  a  business  of  furnishing  milk  in  any 
quantity  are  producing  under  good  conditions  and,  are  willing 
to  receive  suggestions  at  all  times.  No  milk  borne  infec¬ 
tions  occurred  during  1921. 

When  the  town  was  threatened  with  a  rail  strike,  a  milk 
survej''  was  taken.  It  was  found  that  approximately  60%  of 
the  milk  consumed  was  produced  locally,  and  in  event  of 
interrupted  transportation,  those  needing  milk  would  have 
been  cared  for.

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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  contagious  diseases  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year,  only  the  usual  number  of  isolated  cases  of 
the  various  contagious  deseases,  having  been  reported.  The 
board  has  made  twenty-two  inspections  of  the  schools  of  the 
town,  in  this  connection  during  the  past  year. 

Dumps:  Dumping  of  rubbish  in  places  other  than 
those  assigned  by  the  board  is  not  allowed.  Location  of  the 
dumps  in  any  part  of  town  may  be  learned  by  inquiring  from 
any  member  of  the  board. 

Collection  of  garbage:  Those  persons  leaving  town  for 
the  summer  months  should  notify  some  member  of  the 
board  of  their  departure  and  of  the  time  they  expect  to  re¬ 
turn.  It  will  save  the  collector  unnecessary  visits  at  the 
time  of  their  departure  and  he  will  be  notified  when  to  re¬ 
sume  collection. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  pollution  of  Monatiquot 
River,  a  condition  growing  worse  with  each  passing  year, 
and  one  which  from  the  standpoint  of  the  publichealth, 
makes  it  imperitive  that  the  town  install  modern  sewerage 
disposal  facilities.

To  the  Citizens  of  Braintree: 

The  Trustees  of  Thayer  Public  Library  havethe  honor  to 
present  their  report  for  the  year  1921,  and  to  submit  herewith 
the  statements  of  the  Treasurer  and  the  Librarian. 

During  the  year  over  700  new  books  were  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  about  $1,245.00.  This  was  possible  only  because 
of  the  income  received  from  the  funds  which  were  created 
a  number  of  years  ago  by  the  generosity  of  Nathaniel  H. 
Hunt  and  Caleb  Stetson.  As  the  population  of  the  town  in 
creases  there  is  agrowing  demand  for  the  purchase  by  the 
Library  of  more  of  the  new  books  as  they  are  published 
This  can  only  be  accomplished  by  an  increase  in  the  appro¬ 
priation  which  is  made  for  the  support  of  the  Library. 

The  outside  woodwork  of  the  Library  Building  has  been 
painted  and  a  number  of  important  repairs  made  so  that  the 
building  is  in  a  reasonably  sound  condition. 

The  branch  library  at  East  Braintree  has  been  open 
for  the  distribution  of  books  on  two  evenings  each  week 
for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  in  that  section  of  the 
town. 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  loss  that  we  have  learned  of 
the  death  of  Dr.  William  Gallagher  on  February  3,  1922. 
The  town  of  Braintree  has  received  untold  benefits  from  the 
faithful  and  conscientious  services  contributed  by  Dr. 
Gallagher  through  the  long  period  of  years  when  he  served 
as  Chairman  of  the  Trustees  of  Thayer  Public  Library. 
Suitable  mention  of  his  invaluable  services  and  the  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  will  be  made  on  our  records.

Gentlemen:  As  animal  inspector  for  the  Town  of  Braintree 
for  the  year  1921,  I  herewith  submit  the  following  report. 

During  this  annual  inspection  I  visited  128  places  where 
cows,  young  cattle,  bulls,  pigs,  sheep  and  goats  were  kept 
and  thoroughly  examined  every  animal. 

Of  the  493  cattle  which  I  inspected,  I  found  most  of  them 
in  very  comfortable  conditions,  some  were  not  quite  up  to 
the  standard  of  cleanliness,  but  these  people  appeared  to  be 
willing  to  improve  conditions  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  law.  As  far  as  I  could  ascertain  there  was  not  a  yoke 
of  oxen  in  the  town. 

During  the  year  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found. 
These  cases  were  quarantined  and  the  State  Board  of  An¬ 
imal  Industry  notified.  An  Agent  of  this  Board  examined 
and  condemned  them.  They  were  taken  to  and  disposed 
of  by  Ward’s  Rendering  Plant  in  Boston  Harbor. 

I  inspected  577  Swine.  Some  of  these  were  in  fine 
condition.  Others  were  not  quite  so  good,  but  I  prevailed 
upon  these  people  to  make  certain  changes  which  were 
necessary.  In  three  or  four  different  places  I  found  15 
sheep.  Also  I  found  several  goats,  two  of  which  were  kept 
for  their  milk,  while  the  others  were  kept  as  a  matter  of 
curiosity. 

Mr.  Johnson,  who  gathers  the  garbage  for  the  town  has 
kept  his  place  in  very  fine  order. 

During  the  year  there  were  2  cases  of  Rabies  (or  mad 
dog)  in  the  town.  The  heads  of  these  dogs  were  dissected 
and  sent  to  Cambridge  for  an  examination,  which  proved 
to  show  signs  of  Rabies.  As  a  result  of  this  report  the 
State  Board  of  Animal  Industry,  ordered  a  quarantine,  to 
be  placed  on  several  dogs  that  had  been  known  to  associate 
with  these  dogs. 

In  passing  from  one  place  to  another  I  have  found  the 
people  very  courteous  and  willing  to  comply  with  the  laws 
relating  to  the  animal  industry.

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BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1921. 

Precinct  1. 

French’s  Common  was  kept  clean  and  mowed  every 
two  weeks.  Sand  boxes  were  filled  and  repaired,  swings 
were  in  use  all  summer  and  kept  in  repair,  and  there  were 
base  ball  games  every  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  season. 
Hollingsworth  Playground  was  kept  in  excellent  condition. 
The  hay  was  exchanged  for  labor  in  cutting  the  brush, 
raking  the  playing  field  and  cutting  the  grass  on  the  diamond. 

Precinct  2. 

Hollis  Field,  where  band  concerts  and  sunset  ball 
games  were  held,  was  mowed  every  week.  Driveways 
graded.  Booth  painted,  and  the  grounds  around  the  booth, 
graded.  Trees  transplanted.  New  galvanized  back  stop 
was  erected. 

During  the  summer,  there  were  held  thirteen  band  con¬ 
certs,  which  were  largely  attended. 

The  Hollis  Field  Association  has  contributed  twelve 
hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  a  ball  and 
athletic  field, .which  we  hope  to  complete  in  the  spring  of  1922 

Precinct  3. 

The  grass  was  mowed  regularly  during  the  Summer  on 
the  East  Braintree  Playground,  bordering  on  Commercial 
Street,  The  sand  box  was  filled  and  repaired,  swings  were 
in  use  and  kept  in  repair.  The  stone  wall  on  the  far  end  of 
the  field  was  repaired. 

No  expense  was  incurred  by  the  Town  in  the  upkeep  of 
the  Water  Front  Playground.  The  hay  was  exchanged  for 
labor.  Soccer  football,  Rugby  and  baseball  were  enjoyed 
in  their  seasons.  As  the  buildings  on  this  property  are  in 
need  of  necessary  repairs  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners, 
feel  compelled  to  ask  the  Town  for  additional  appropriations 
this  year  for  their  upkeep.

REPORT  OF  THE  MUNICIPAL  LIGHT  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

The  Municipal  Light  Board  submit  herewith  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  1921. 

In  spite  of  the  business  depression,  the  consumption  of 
electrical  current  has  been  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
Plant.  The  accompanying  report  of  our  Manager  gives  in 
detail  the  results  of  the  year’s  business,  and  if  compared  with 
his  report  of  a  year  ago  will  show  the  increases  in  the  accounts 
and  should  prove  an  interesting,  study. 

To  indicate  a.  few  of  the  increases  we  note  that  the  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Kilowatts  for  1920  was  1,981,785,  while  for  1921 
it  was  2,610,265,  a  gain  of  628,480.  The  gain  for  domestic 
lighting  was  about  40,000  and  for  power  service  it  was  over 
300,000.  The  increase  in  Manufacturing  account  was  about 
$13,000.00,  but  the  increase  in  Manufacturing  costs  was 
about  $20,000.00,  largely  on  account  of  being  obliged  to 
purchase  current  during  the  installation  of  the  new  boilers. 
The  cost  of  the  Plant  has  increased  from  $144,858.95  a  year 
ago  to  $171,143.89  as  now  reported,  winch  shows  where  our 
surplus  earnings  have  been  invested.  These  comparisons 
are  most  interesting  and  gratifying  and  we  trust  will  prove 
acceptable  to  you.  We  hope  that  we  shall  not  be  dis¬ 
appointed  in  looking  for  a  still  greater  prosperity  for  1922.

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MANAGER’S  REPORT 

To  Municipal  Light  Board,  Town  of  Braintree,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: —  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  this  department  for  the  twelve  months  ending  De¬ 
cember  thirty  first,  1921. 

'  We  can  again  report  considerable  increase  in  the  volume 
of  business  over  the  preceeding  year,  yet  on  the  whole  it  was 
not  entirely  up  to  expectation,  and  this  was  due  largely  to 
the  results  of  a  disasterous  fire  early  in  the  year  which  deprived 
the  department  of  one  of  its  largest  customers,  this  corpora¬ 
tion  was  again  connected  to  our  service  lines  in  November. 

On  March  seven,  1921  we  transfered  all, outgoing  service 
lines  to  the  new  switchboard  located  in  that  part  of  the 
building  that  was  extended  toward  the  street  during  the 
preceeding  year,  and  we  now  have  a  modern  board  and 
switching  apparatus  capable  of  supplying  service  require¬ 
ments  upward  of  five  thousand  kilowatts.  This  switch¬ 
board  installation  called  for  an  outgoing  service  tower, 
which  we  had  erected  in  the  rear  of  the  station  and  equipped 
with  all  modern  transmission  accessories. 

April  first  we  began  the  installation  of  two,  two  hundred 
sixty  horse  power  rating  Union  water  tube  boilers,  this  work 
entailed  the  removal  from  the  building  of  three  old  horizontal 
tubular  boilers  with  uptakes,  the  construction  of  proper 
foundations  for  the  new  units,  and  the  substitution  of  steel 
roof  supports  in  place  of  the  former  wood  trusses.  July 
eleventh  found  this  work  completed  to  the  extent  of  allowing 
us  to  put  one  of  the  boiler  units  under  pressure  and  operate 
our  own  service  supply. 

These  units  were  constructed  to  carry  two  hundred 
pounds  steam  pressure  and  are  equipped  with  superheaters 
for  one  hundred  degrees,  all  valves  and  fittings  in  pipe  lines 
are  constructed  of  steel  with  the  necessary  specifications  for 
high  pressure  superheated  operation. 

Two  new  feed  water  pumps  and  one  national  feedwater 
heater  with  capacity  for  an  additional  six  hundred  horse 
power  of  boiler  rating  have  been  installed,  and  blank  con¬ 
nections  on  present  steam  heater  for  future  boiler  and  turbine 
additions  have  been  provided. 

Boilers  are  fired  with  fuel  oil,  three  burners  being 
standard  equipment  for  each  unit,  and  we  have  no  difficulty 
in  generating  steam  in  one  boiler  "using  two  burners  only” 
sufficient  to  maintain  a  steady  load  of  six  hundred  and  fifty 
kilowatts  on  turbine.  Under  proper  load  conditions  we 
have  proven  by  test  that  we  can  produce  at  switchboard  four 
kilowatts  per  each  gal  of  fuel  oil  consumed,  and  during  the 
coming  year  we  will  without  doubt  obtain  excellent  results 
in  fuel  economy. 
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The  old  boilers  that  we  were  obliged  to  remove  are 
stored  near  railroad  sidetracks,  and  can  be  loaded  on  cars 
without  any  difficulty  and  at  slight  expense,  they  have  been 
painted  and  otherwise  properly  protected  from  the  elements, 
but  we  have  not  as  yet  been  successful  in  procuring  a  pur¬ 
chaser. 

The  one  hundred  and  fifty  horse  power  Rollins  engine 
has  not  been  removed  from  foundation,  while  the  one  hundred 
and  forty  kilowatt  generator  was  shipped  to  the  Karl  Andren 
Co.,  Boston,  who  are  endeavoring  to  procure  a  purchaser. 

We  are  again  having  some  difficulty  in  procuring 
sufficient  condensing  water  during  extreme  low  tide  periods, 
especially  so  when  there  is  ice  in  the  river,  and  it  is  my 
opinion  that  it  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  year  to 
dredge  our  supply  basin,  and  construct  a  new  supply  tank  at 
a  relatively  lower  level  to  the  channel. 

Our  system  of  meter  reading  and  collecting  as  recom¬ 
mended  and  adopted  by  the  board  in  1918  has  proven  both 
successful  and  efficient  as  evidenced  by  the  fact,  that  during 
the  present  year  we  have  not  been  obliged  to  write  off  to 
profit  and  loss  one  single  bad  account.  This  surely  is  most 
encouraging  and  convincing  in  comparison  with  the  results 
obtained  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  methods. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  new  services  were  con¬ 
nected  during  the  year  making  a  total  of  2482  on  file.  Of 
this  amount  approximately  thirty-five  services  are  inactive. 

These  connections  called  for  extension  of  lines  on 
Liberty,  Walnut,  Arthur  and  Academy  Streets,  Harrison, 
Ellsworth  and  Lakeview  Avenues,  Wilmarth  and  Wyman 
Roads.  Using  16  new  35  foot  poles.  7,500  ft.,  No.  6  wire, 
and  1,500  ft.  No.  2  wire.  Other  house  connections  required 
in  process  of  installation  12,670  ft.  No.  6  and  500  ft.  No.  4 
wire.  » 

Replacement  of  poles  were  as  follows:  13-35  Foot  on 
Liberty  Street,  3-35  Washington,  1-35  River,  1-35  Bowditch, 
2-35  Elliot,  3-35  Union,  2-35  School,  2-35  Howard,  1-35 
Cedar  Road,  6-35  Cochato,  1-35  Brookside,  2-35  Elmwood 
Park,  1-40  Ft.  Hollis  Ave.,  1-40  Franklin,  1-40  So.  Braintree 
Square,  1-50  Ft.  Mill  Lane,  making  a  total  of  forty-one  poles. 

Street  lights  were  installed  as  follows:  In  East  Brain¬ 
tree,  2-Thayer  Street,  1-Sterling  St.  and  1-Commercial  St., 
In  So.  Braintree,  1 -Plymouth  and  Arbutus  Avenue  and 
1-Lakeview  Ave.  -requiring  in  process  of  installation  4,000 
ft.  No.  6  wire,  costing  in  other  stock  and  labor  $275.00. 

The  total  number  of  street  lights  now  connected  is  764. 
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The  street  lights  were  operated  on  347  nights  totaling 
3065  hours  and  45  minutes,  consuming  157,580  kilowatt 


hours.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

Under  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  Chapter  41,  Section  70,  the 
Town  of  Braintree  was  required  in  1921  to  choose  a  Planning 
Board  and  did  so  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Election. 

The  Board  in  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  found  itself 
without  funds  and  handicapped  by  its  inexperience.  Its 
function  is  purely  advisory  and  is  not  to  be  confounded,  as 
is  often  the  case,  with  that  of  a  board  of  survey.

Throughout  the  year  several  meetings  were  held  and 
various  minor  matters  were  investigated,  among  them  the 
extension  of  the  State  Highway  from  the  Braintree  line 
along  Willard  Street,  West  Quincy  to  Furnace  Brook  Park¬ 
way,  and  the  question  of  the  location  of  the  dry  dock  near 
the  Quincy  boundary  at  Hayward’s  Creek.  It  has  been 
found  from  examination  of  the  doings  of  such  boards  in 
other  towns  that  matters  are  often  referred  to  them  which 
under  our  practice  go  to  various  special  committes.  For 
example,  in  Waterown  the  problem  of  school  housing  and 
of  a  proposed  civic  center  at  Watertown  Square  appear 
this  year,  to  have  been  referred  to  the  Planning  Board  of 
that  town. 

This  Board  recommends  that  the  Town  investigate 
the  advisability  of  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  General 
Laws  for  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  survey  and  that 
pending  action  thereon,  the  Town  instruct  its  various  de¬ 
partments  not  to  install  utilities  on  unaccepted  streets,  un¬ 
less  plans  of  such  streets  or  proposed  streets  have  been 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  submits 
the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  expiring  December  31,  1921 
as  required  by  Article  2  Section  2  of  the  Town  By-Laws : 

The  year  just  expired  has  been  more  favorable  for 
progressing  with  additions  and  improvements  that  have 
long  been  delayed  owing  to  excessive  cost  of  everything 
connected  with  Water  Works  construction,  and  quite  an 
amount  of  work  lias  been  accomplished  which  adds  materi¬ 
ally  to  the  efficiency  of  the  System.  At  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  in  March  last,  the  Board  asked  for  authority 
to  make  several  additions  to  the  Main  Pipes  and  were 
granted  authority  to  proceed  and  specified  amounts  were 
placed  at  their  disposal. 

Under  Article  49  of  the  Warrant,  it  was  voted  to  re- 
appropriate  $4,800.00  unexpended  from  the  previous  year 
for  the  extension  of  the  mains  on  West  Street  to  Five  Cor¬ 
ners  and  the  main  on  Storrs  Avenue  to  connect  with  Elm 
Street  to  be  taken  from  the  revenue  of  Department.  This 
work  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2,412.55  for  West 
Street  and  $1,803.60  for  Storrs  Avenue,  leaving  a  balance 
of  the  appropriation  of  $583.85  unexpended. 

Under  Article  51,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  from  the 
revenue  of  the  Department  $1,200.00  for  the  extension  of 
the  6"  main  on  Cedar  Street  to  connect  with  the  main  on 
Elm  Street.  The  extension  has  been  completed  at  a  cost 
of  $1,296.57. 

Linder  Article  52,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  from  the 
revenue  of  the  Department  $900.00  for  extending  the  Main 
on  Shaw  Street  and  we  have  completed  this  extension  at  a 
cost  of  $816.26. 

Linder  Article  54,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  $1000.00 
to  complete  a  summer  service  on  Grove  Street  from  Plain 
Street  to  the  residence  of  Mrs.  T.  F.  Quimby.  This  extension 
was  made  at  a  cost  of  $999.94. 

Under  Article  56,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  from  the 
revenue  of  the  Department  $3,400.00  to  extend  the  main 
on  Plain  Street  from  Liberty  Street  to  the  Nelson  property 
on  Plain  Street.  The  extension  has  been  completed  at  a 
cost  of  $3,344.58. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  extensions  provided 
for  by  vote  of  the  Town,  we  have  made  additional  exten¬ 
sions  and  connections  as  follows: 

Under  the  river  at  Shaw  St.,  bridge  to  re¬

Under  Article  53,  the  Town  voted  to  appropriate  $4000 
to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners  for  the  development  of  an  additional  water  supply, 
two  thousand  to  be  taken  from  the  tax  levy  and  $2,000.00 
from  the  revenue  of  the  Water  -  Department.  Little  pro¬ 
gress  has  as  yet  beenmade  in  the  investigation  contemplated 
owing  to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  and  non-comple¬ 
tion  of  the  survey. 

In  July  the  $150,000.00  Water  Loan  of  1891  matured 
and  was  paid  off  and  in  October  the  last  serial  note  of  $1500. 
issued  for  the  improvement  of  the  Plant  at  the  Great  Pond 
Station  was  paid,  and  the  outstanding  funded  indebtedness 
of  the  Water  Department  has  been  reduced  to  the  Water 
Loan  of  1896  of  $6,000.00  maturing  August  1,  1926.  The 
value  of  the  Sinking  Fund  to  care  for  this  loan  is  at  this 
date  $5,292.06  and  we  recommend  that  a  sufficient  amount 
be  taken  from  the  balance  of  the  Water  Department  as  of 
December  31,  1921  to  liquidate  the  Loan  and  clear  the 
Department  from  debt. 

Notwithstanding  these  additions  to  the  system  which 
have  been  made  the  past  year,  the  Commissioners  feel  that 
there  are  still  further  additions  that  are  equally  important 
to  insure  to  the  citizens  a  continuous  supply  of  water  and 
to  add  to  the  better  protection  of  property  from  fire,  the 
importance  of  which  has  been  demonstrated  by  the  rapid 
increase  of  population  and  the  very  marked  increase  in 
Real  Estate.  This  increased  demand  for  water  has  not 
been  met  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  facilities  for 
producing  it,  and  to  secure  adequate  service  for  domestic 
and  commercial  uses  and  for  additional  fire  protection,  we 
make  the  following  recommendations  as  the  first  and  most 
important. 

Another  direct  supply  to  the  Stand-Pipe  which  can  be 
had  by  completing  the  6"line  on  Granite  Street  making  a 
direct  connection  with  the  Stand-Pipe  by  King  Hill  Road, 
Granite  Street  to  Five  Cornersand  West  Street  to  Stand-Pipe. 
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In  case  of  trouble  in  either  supply  pipe  requiring  shutting  off 
of  the  water,  there  would  still  be  direct  connection  with  the 
Stand-Pipe  and  no  inconvenience  to  consumers  would  ensue. 

Continuation  of  the  12  inch  main  on  Tremont  Street 
from  present  12  inch  pipe  to  Academy  Street  eliminating 
two  dead  ends  and  increasing  the  pressure  in  this  locality 
which  under  present  conditions  is  not  up  to  requirements. 

Extensions  through  French  Avenue  from  Union  Street 
to  Pearl  Street  to  eliminate  the  dead  ends  on  Union  Street 
and  Holbrook  Avenue  and  give  additional  fire  protection  to 
extensive  manufacturing  interests  in  this  vicinity  which 
at  present  is  entirely  inadequate. 

The  extension  of  the  6  inch  main  on  Washington  Street 
from  Cedar  Street  to  Fairfield  Street  thereby  eliminating 
two  dead  ends  and  giving  a  much  needed  relief  to  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Washington  Park  and  vicinity. 

These  recommendations  are  in  line  with  the  policy  of 
the  Board  to  discontinue  wherever  possible  dead  ends  which 
are  not  only  a  source  of  annoyance  to  the  consumer  but  an 
item  of  considerable  expense  to  the  Department  as  frequent 
calls  are  made  to  flush  them  which  consumes  much  time  of 
employees. 

The  Commissioners  were  much  gratified  by  the  con¬ 
fidence  placed  in  their  judgment  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
March  last  as  evidenced  by  the  readiness  with  which  they 
were  granted  their  requests  for  authority  to  carry  out  their 
recommendations  and  trust  the  work  that  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  the  past  year  justifies  that  confidence. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretary,  Registrar,  Treasurer, 
Superintendent,  and  Chief  Engineer  are  hereto  appended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  on  PUBLIC  SAFETY 


The  Braintree  Committee  on  Public  Safety  was  created 
by  a  vote  of  the  Town  at  an  adjourned  Town  Meeting 
March  26th,  1917,  and  was  appointed  for  one  year.  At  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  spring  of  1918  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  was  reappointed  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  called  to  order 
by  Chairman  B.  Herbert  Woodsum,  March  27th,  1917  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  and  taking  such  preliminary 
steps  as  seemed  necessary.

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The  Town  of  Braintree  had  the  distinction  of  being 
one  of  the  very  first  towns  in  Massachusetts  to  organize  a 
public  safety  committee  and  get  to  work  on  the  problems 
which  arose  at  the  outbreak  of  war. 

The  Committee  has  been  most  unfortunate  in  having 
three  of  it  members  die.  These  men  were  all  well  known 
and  respected  throughout  the  town.  They  were: 

Mr.  Henry  E.  Reynolds,  a  most  ardent  and  patri¬ 
otic  worker; 

Our  honored  Chairman ,  Mr.  B.  Herbert  Woodsum, 
who  had  served  his  town  in  various  capacities  for  a  number 
of  years  and  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  valued  counsel; 

Mr.  Henry  M.  Storm,  who  had  held  town  office  for 
the  past  few  years. 

About  the  first  activity  of  the  Committee  was  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  Guard  organization  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
citizens  and  property  in  case  trouble  should  arise. 

The  Guards  were  recruited  under  the  direction  of  the 
Guards  Committee  and  the  men  of  the  town  responded  in 
a  most  patriotic  manner.  Guards  were  placed  about  the 
water  works  and  standpipe,  as  well  as  in  other  places  where 
it  seemed  advisable  to  place  them  Men  who  worked  hard 
during  the  day  volunteered  to  stand  guard  duty  at  night. 
They  attended  drill  faithfully  and  during  the  winter  of 
1917-18  reported  at  the  town  hall  in  cotton  uniforms  many 
nights  when  the  thermometer  fell  far  below  zero,  and  there 
was  no  heat  in  the  hall. 

Some  may  say  this  was  ail  unnecessary,  but  the  fact 
that  nothing  happened  does  not  indicate  that  things  would 
not  have  happened  had  we  not  been  prepared. 

The  Committee  on  Protection  established  headquarters 
in  the  Town  House  and  were  in  constant  touch  with  every 
part  of  the  town,  both  night  and  day. 

The  Recruiting  Committee  was  most  active  and  of  the 
Braintree  boys  who  entered  the  service  many  were  from  the 
first  advanced  from  the  rank  of  private.  This  was  partly 
due  to  a  preliminary  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  a  soldier 
obtained  while  training  with  the  Guards. 

The  Committee  on  Hygeine,  Medicine  and  Sanitation 
were  prepared  to  take  care  of  any  emergency  which*  might 
arise,  a  special  call  having  been  arranged  to  be  sounded  on 
the  fire  alarm,  which  would  summon  medical  aid,  auto¬ 
mobiles  and  other  necessary  assistance.

The  Trucks  and  Motor  Car  Committee  canvassed  the 
automobile  owners  and  were  prepared  {,0  utilize  all  available 
cars  on  short  notice  should  occasion  arise. 

The  Committee  on  Food  Production  and  Conservation 
spent  considerable  time  and  energy  encouraging  people  to 
raise  crops  on  vacant  land  and  to  put  in  goodly  supplies  for 
winter  use.  This  required  in  some  cases  instruction  as  to 
how  to  go  about  the  work,  many  people  never  before  having 
undertaken  this  sort  of  work.  A  number  of  people  willingly 
offered  their  land  to  be  used  by  anyone  desiring  to  cultivate 
same.  ■  '  '■  ?  -C 

Other  committees,  although  perhaps  not  as  conspicuous 
as  those  just  mentioned,  had  their  work  to  do  and  devoted 
their  time  unsparingly  to  their  duties. 

The  Public  Safety  Committee  was  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Justice  and  much  activity 
not  visible  took  place. 

The  matter  of  Americanism  and  patriotism  was  given 
careful  attention  and  every  opportunity  taken  to  encourage 
same.  A  special  committee  on  Patriotic  Observance  was 
appointed  to  carry  out  this  program. 

When  the  Halifax  disaster  occurred  an  appeal  was  re¬ 
ceived  by  our  committee  from  Mr.  Henry  B.  Endicott, 
Chairman  of  the  Halifax  Relief  Committee,  urging  us  to 
raise  funds.  We  immediately  set  to  work,  made  a  house- 
to-house  canvass  of  the  town  very  quickly,  and  kept  at  work 
until  word  was  received  from  the  State  Committee  advising 
us  that  sufficient  funds  had  been  raised. 

The  Winter  of  1917-18  contained  many  trying  situ¬ 
ations,  one  of  which  was  the  severe  cold  weather  and  shortage 
of  fuel.  This  was  a  source  of  great  concern  to  the  Safety 
Committee  as  well  as  to  the  citizens  and  consideration  of 
this  matter  occupied  much  of  its  time. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  coal  dealers  and  we 
endeavored  as  far  as  possible  to  alleviate  the  existing  con¬ 
ditions.  In  order  that  a  supply  of  wood  might  be  obtain¬ 
able  for  the  citizens  of  the  town  a  Wood  Committee  was 
appointed  by  the  Public  Safety  Committee,  which  was 
authorized  to  purchase  wood  to  be  sold  to  residents  of  tha 
town  at  cost.  Advantage  of  this  opportunity  was  taken  by 
numerous  people  and  all  the  wood  purchased  was  disposed 
of.  In  addition,  people  owning  woodlots  were  approached 
and  permission  obtained  for  people  to  cut  wood  from  these 
lots  by  paying  for  the  standing  wood. 
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On  November  l Oth,  1918  the  Safety  Committee  dedi¬ 
cated  the  Temple  of  Honor  containing  the  names  of  our  brave 
men  who  had  entered  the  service  of  our  country,  some  of 
whom  had  made  the  supreme  sacrifice,  and  unfurled  a 
handsome  service  flag  in  their  honor.  The  expense  of  this 
testimonials  the  Town’s*  high  esteem  and  affection  for  its 
boys  wastaken  of  by  funds  collected  by  the  Committee  from 
citizens  of  the  Town. 

The  Public  Safet\*  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
express  to  the  citizens  and  organizations  of  the  town  its 
hearty  appreciation  and  thanks  for  their  support  and  as¬ 
sistance  during  these  trying  months.

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  THE 
SEWER  COMMITTEE 

Town  of  Braintree,  January  3,  1922. 


The  Committee  on  Sewerage  appointed  in  1917,  made 
its  report  and  recommendations  at  the  last  annual  town 
meeting:  which  report  included  a  detailed  statement  by  the 
Committee’s  engineers  and  a  sewerage  map  of  the  Town. 

By  vote  of  the  meeting  this  report  was  received  and  the 
Committee  was  continued. 

In  its  report  this  committee  stated  that  it  did  not  believe 
the  need  of  sewers  in  Braintree  could  be  questioned,  but  that 
it  was  open  to  question. 

a.  Whether  this  was  the  most  economical  time  to  install 
a  sewer  system. 

b.  Whether  the  Town  could  afford  to  commence  the 
installation  of  a  system  at  the  present  time. 

On  the  first  point  this  Committee  stated  after  careful 
investigation,  that  it  believed  that  1921  might  present  the 
best  opportunity  in  a  decade  for  he  Town  to  commencet  his 
work,  and  recommended  the  appropriation  of  $300,000  for 
the  construction  of  sewers. 

These  conclusions  of  the  Committee  are  confirmed  by 
new  estimates  which  the  Engineers  have  submitted,  which 
show  that  the  15.9  miles  of  construction  necessar}^  to  relieve 
acute  conditions  in  Braintree,  East  Braintree  and  South 
Braintree,  can  be  carried  out  for  $384,613  at  the  present 
time  as  compared  with  $636,500  in  1920. 

It  should  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  some  80% 
of  the  cost  of  sewers  is  for  labor  on  the  ground.  The  cost  of 
labor  in  1920  was  72-3^c  an  hour,  and  the  efficiency  of  labor 
was  low.  At  the  present  time  labor  is  estimated  at  30-35c 
an  hour  and  efficiency  at  100%.  It  is  evident  from  these 
figures  that  the  cost  of  installing  the  sewerage  system  will  not 
be  lower  in  the  future  unless  labor  prices  go  below  30c  an 
hour. 

In  addition  to  receiving  a  new  estimate  from  its  Engin¬ 
eers,  on  the  present  cost  of  a  sewerge  system,  the  Committee 
has  held  various  hearings,  to  secure  and  to  give  all  possible 
information  regarding  this  important  subject. 


Among  the  points  brought  out  at  these  hearings  were: 

1 .  The  need  of  a  cesspool  cart  disposal  system  operated 
by  the  Town. 

2.  The  difficulties  of  finding  a  location  to  dispose  of 
of  this  sewage. 

3.  The  question  of  whether  the  proposed  sewerage 
system  would  care  for  the  surface  drainage  of  the 
Town. 

4.  Whether  the  Committee  had  made  sufficient  allow¬ 
ances  in  its  estimates  for  land  damages. 

5.  What  would  be  the  method  and  cost  of  assessments 
for  sewers;  and  the  effect  on  taxes. 

6.  Would  Quincy  permit  the  State  to  build  a  connecting- 
sewer  for  Braintree  through  its  streets. 

This  Committee  believes  that  the  Board  of  Sewerage 
Commissioners  would  well  undertake  the  removal  of  cess¬ 
pool  sewerage  in  Town  carts  and  dispose  of  same  in  the  Town 
sewers. 

In  regard  to  surface  drainage,  the  sewerage  system  as 
laid  out  carries  raw  sewerage  only,  and  removes  surface 
water  only  by  underdrainage  provided  by  open  jointed  pipes 
laid  beneath  the  sewers.  These  will  bleed  the  ground  and 
discharge  the  subsoil  water  at  the  nearest  water  course.  The 
Engineers  state  [page  24]  that  “a  high  ground  water  level 
is  one  of  the  outstanding  factors  in  the  sewerage  problem  of 
Braintree,  and  the  lowering  of  this  subsoil  water  will  effect 
and  improvement  but  little  less  important  than  the  collection 
and  the  removal  of  the  sewage/’ 

The  surface  drainage  question  in  Braintree  consists  of 
individual  and  special  problems  as  compared  with  the 
general  sewerage  question  - —  in  that  surface  drains  are  not 
required  in  all  locations;  as  a  rule  are  laid  at  a  shallow  depth; 
and  discharge  into  the  nearest  brook  or  river.  This  problem, 
however,  is  the  one  that  the  Sewerage  Commissioners  could 
well  handle. 

On  the  subject  of  land  damages;  there  is  no  question  but 
that  there  will  be  such  damages;  also  that  pipes  and  tracks 
will  be  disturbed  during  the  construction  of  the  sewers  and 
that  men  will  be  injured.  All  such  expenses,  however,  the 
Engineers  state,  are  fully  covered  in  their  estimates. 

The  question  of  method  of  assessment  and  effect  no 
taxation  are  difficult  to  determine  in  advance  of  the  actual 
construction  and  operation  of* the  sewerage  system.  As  the 
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committee  stated  in  its  report,  however,  it  is  not  believed  that 
the  average  tax  rate  would  be  increased  over  $2.00  a  thousand 
on  present  valuations  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  increases 
in  valuation  resulting  from  the  installation  of  sewers  would 
entirely  offset  any  increase  in  taxation. 

Whether  or  not  Quincy  will  permit  the  State  to  build 
Braintree’s  connecting  sewer  through  its  territory,  is  a 
question  which  the  Committee  feels  is  amply  covered  by 
existing  law.  Quincy’s  main  sewer  was  originally  built 
through  a  part  of  Boston  before  the  construction  of  the 
present  high  level  sewer.  If  the  State  was  obliged  to  con¬ 
struct  a  sewer  through  Braintree  to  dispose  of  Quincy’s 
sewage,  a  satisfactory  way  would  undoubtedly  be  found. 
The  problem,  however,  is  the  State’s;  and  no  action  will  be 
taken  by  the  State  until  Braintree  votes  to  enter  the  Metro¬ 
politan  District. 

The  Committee  renews  its  recommendations  of  last 
year  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Town  vote  to  accept  Chapter  535  of  the 
Acts  of  1910  together  with  the  amendments  of  1920 
which  was  obtained  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

This  act  in  no  way  commits  the  Town  but  provides 
authority  to  construct  a  sewage  system ;  to  elect  three  sewer¬ 
age  commissioners  to  brorow  not  exceeding  $500,000  outside 
the  debt  limit  [increased  from  $300,000  by  1920  amendment] 
and  other  necessary  details.  This  act  was  obtained  by  a 
Committee  on  Sewerage  headed  by  Judge  Avery  which 
reported  in  1909. 

2.  That  under  this  act  the  Town  elect  [3]  Sewer  Com¬ 
missioners. 

These  sewer  commissioners  then  would  continue  the 
studies  of  this  committee;  and  carry  out  any  sewerage  or 
drainage  work  which  the  Town  might  authorize. 

3.  That  the  Town  vote  to  accept  Chapter  546  of  the 
Acts  of  1910  granting  the  Town  the  right  to  dis¬ 
charge  sewage  into  the  South  Metropolitan  System. 

This  right  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets  which  the  Town 
has.  It  provides  not  only  the  best  method  for  the  Town  to 
get  rid  of  the  sewage,  but  also  the  cheapest  method.  The 
Town  is  permitted  not  only  to  enter  a  System  built  at  pre-war 
prices,  but  also  to  pay  for  this  privilege  on  the  basis  of  the 
valuation  of  the  Town  compared  to  the  valuation  of  the 
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District.  The  fact  that  Braintree  is  perhaps  the  poorest 
Town  in  the  district  is  in  this  instance  an  advantage. 

To  enter  this  Metropolitan  Sewerage  District  the  Town 
must  pay  a  fee  of  $1000  plus  its  proportion  of  the  existing 
sinking  fund.  This  total  sum  is  estimated  as  $27,250  which 
is  payable  in  5  annual  installments.  The  Town  must  also 
pay  its  proportion  of  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  charges 
which  are  estimated  at  $6800  a  year.  (Note:  this  is  less 
than  Braintree’s  share  for  Metropolitan  Parks.) 

4.  Appropriate  and  authorize  the  expenditures  of  not 
over  $300,000  for  sewerage  construction.

MAINTENANCE.  Maintenance  consists  principally  of 
patching  the  seal  coating  and  the  water  bound  macadam, 
gravel  and  dirt  roads.  This  work  is  an  absolute  necessity 
and  if  it  was  not  for  the  maintenance  to  the  roads  of  the 
character  we  have  got  in  the  Town  more  money  would 
have  to  be  put  to  the  disposal  of  the  department  to  rebuild 
more  than  90%  of  them,  wherein  no  particular  place  shows 
a  great  deal  of  yardage,  yet  the  general  repair  work  spread 
over  the  entire  town  requires  a  great  deal  of  time  and  money 
to  keep  the  roads  in  anything  like  condition. 

DRAINS.  The  work  on  drains  carrying  surface  water 
from  the  streets  comes  under  the  general  maintenance  work, 
though  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  this 
respect  with  one  exception  which  was  Dewey  Road,  where 
a  special  appropriation  was  granted. 

BRIDGES.  Repairs  were  made  to  a  few  bridges  at  a  total 
cost  of  $363.00.  Owing  to  the  heavy  travel  the  bridges 
will  need  strengthening  in  order  to  carry  the  heavy  loads, 
which  they  are  called  upon  to  do  these  days.  I  recommend 
that  in  the  future,  the  repairs  to  bridges  be  made  of  steel 
and  concrete,  for  which  the  maintenance  cost  is  practically 
nothing. 

GRANTING  OF  PERMITS.  47  permits  have  been  is¬ 
sued  to  dig  trenches  in  the  streets  during  the  year.  The 
Gas  Company,  Water  Department,  Telephone  Company 
and  drain  pipe  layers  are  the  principal  parties  who  apply 
for  permits  to  lay  their*  pipes  in  the  streets.  This  trenching 
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is  one  of  the  biggest  causes  toward  the  destruction  of  street 
surfaces  and  it  requires  considerable  time  and  money  to  get 
the  street  back  into  anything  like  condition  as  before  it  was 
opened  up.  The  different  parties  applying  for  permits, 
not  haying  an}^  interest  in  the  street  surfaces,  that  the 
street  department  has,  naturally  do  not  give  it  the  detailed 
attention  that  they  should  to  get  the  required  results. 
Therefore,  I  recommend  that  a  Town  ordinance  be  adopted 
whereby  anyone  may  secure  a  permit  for  the  trenching  of 
a  street  when  it  is  necessary,  but  the  street  department 
do  the  back  filling,  and  surfacing  and  the  parties  or  person 
applying  for  the  permit  pay  the  cost  for  the  same.  Streets 
which  are  about  to  be  resurfaced  or  rebuilt  shall  be  posted 
in  Braintree  newspapers  not  later  than  ten  days  before  the 
work  is  commenced,  after  being  completed  no  permit 
shall  be  given  for  at  least  twelve  months. 

If  this  is  done  it  will  be  a  great  asset  to  eliminate  all 
unnecessary  permits  and  expense  to  the  Town. 


SIDEWALKS  BEING  BUILT  BY  ABBUTTERS. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  a  town  ordinance  be  adopted 
whereby  any  persons  building  permanent  sidewalks  on  their 
own  initiative  without  building  to  a  town  sidewalk  speci¬ 
fication  shall  keep  the  same  in  repair  without  any  cost 
whatever  to  the  town.
